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Roosevelt Picks 
Forrestal To 


Fill Knox Post 


WASHIN TON, May 10.—{)— 
Under Secretary of Navy James 
V. Forre:‘al, a Democrat and big 
navy advocate, was nominated 
day by President Roosevelt for 


the Navy's No. 1 job as secretary’ 


to succeed the late Frank Knox, 

Forrestal, one-time New York 
investment banker and neighbor 
of the President in Dutchess 
county, N. Y., has been under sec- 
retary for four years and since 
K.nox’s death on April 28 has been 
acting secretary. 

His appointment, urged by many 
Democratic and Republican con- 
gressmen, climaxes the Washing- 
ton career he started in 1940 when 
he gave up the presidency of a 
Wall Street investment firm to 
serve as a presidential assistant. 
WAS NO. 2 MAN 

As the Navy’s No. 2 man, he 
was Knox’s right hand in buil ng 
the world’s biggest navy, going 
frequently to Capitol Hill to tes- 
tify before committees consider- 
ing Navy appropriations. 

On many occasions, he has 
urged the maintenance of this 
giant fleet in peacetime, declaring 
that peace which is not backed 
by power “is only a dream.” 


At 52, 18 years’ Knox junior, 


he will be one of the youngest 
men in the President's cabinet. 

His appointment breaks up the 
policy President Roosevoit estab- 
lished in 1940 by naming Repub- 
licans. Knox and Secretary of 
War Stimson, to head the Navy 
and War Departments, a move in- 
terpreted at the time as a gesture 
for war unity. 

APPOINTMENT LAUDED 

Congressmen on both sides ap- 
plauded the Forrestal appoint- 
men and Chairman Walsh, Demo- 
crat, Massachusetts, of the Senate 
Naval Committee, predicted speedy 
confirmation. 

Chairman Vinson, Democrat, 
Georgia, of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, who suggested 
Forrestal after Knox died, said he 
thought the appointeee was “emi- 
nently qualified.” 

Republicans on the committee 
voiced the same sentiment, Repre- 
sentative Mott, Oregon, comment- 
ed that Forrestal will “make a 
fine secretary” and Representative 
Hess, Ohio, observing that he “is 
familiar with the naval problem 
and in times such as these we 
need a man of his experience and 
ability.” “ 
WENT TO PRINCETON 

Forrestal was educated in the 
public schools of his native Dutch- 
ess county, studied a year at Dart- 
mouth College and then he trans- 
ferred to Princeton.

He was working as a bond sales- 
man for Dillon-Reed when the 
United States entered the World 
War. He enlisted in the Naval 
Reserve as an aviator, receiving 
flight training with the Royal Fly- 
ing Corps in Canada. 

During most of 1918 he served 
in the Office of Naval Operations, 
in Washington, and meanwhile 
completed his flight training. He 
was released from active duty 
with the rank of lieutenant (jg) 
in December, 1918. He returned 
to the employ of Dillon, Reed & 
Company and 12 years later be- 
came president of the firm.

STOCKHOLM, May 10.—-(#)— 
A change in German air travel 
over Sweden was announced to- 
day by the foreign office, which 
said the German air courier serv- 
ice between Norway and Finland 
ovet Sweden would be dliscon- 
tinued by this month’s end. 

However the German commer- 
cial airline Lufthansa will oper- 
ate one flight daily each way be- 
tween Oslo and Bjorneborg, Fin- 
land, a flight of 400 miles, 250 of 
it over Swedish territory, under 
a concession granted by Sweden.

Abercrombie said the first thing 
Georgia can do today toward pro- 
viding a better tomorrow in health | 
is to inaugurate a research pro- 
gram. This organization would be 
adequately financed and staffed 
with well-trained personnel. It 
could, by exploring all phases of 
any contemplated project, keep 
both medical and health groups 
from going off at tangents on, un- 
sound programs. He said _ the 
health panel of the state agricul- 
tural and industrial development 
board could serve along these 
lines. 

Tomorrow's people will insist 
upon a place where underprivi- 
leged can go for hospital treat- 
ment, the health officer continued. 
Except for specific diseases, a 
large part of the rural population 
now has no facilities for hospital 
care of the indigent and under- 
privileged. Abercrombie said pri- 
vate hospitals cannot cope with 
the financial burden of treating 
the indigent and underprivileged, 
and added that state and federal 
subsidies may be required. 

Warning the people not to spend 
millions in building roads, erect-

and granite or marble memorials 
for soldiers at the expense of hu- 
man needs, Abercrombie declared: 

“As soon as the fighting is over, 
we should take into immediate 
consideration the paramount im- 
portance of health and medical 
care. Tuberculosis must be wiped 
out; venereal disease controlled, 
land mothers of babies given bet- 
ter care. The appalling number 
of mental breakdowns must be re- 
duced. Medical care must be more 
adequately distributed.” 

ASKS HEALTH CENTERS 

Abercrombie urged establish- 
ments of health center buildings, 
especially in the rural areas, 
which could serve the medical 
and public health needs of the 
community as a whole. 

Dr. E. R. Watson, director of 
the division of maternal and child 
health of the State Health Depart- 
ment, speaking to the medical as- 
sociation, decried the fact that 
midwives attend one-third of 
Georgia’s mothers each year. Ridi- 
culing the idea of delegating a 
difficult medical procedure to an 
ignorant, untrained person, Wat- 
son said that it is urgent that pro- 
fessional attendants replace mid- 
wives. 

Watson urged broadening of 
hospital facilities in Georgia to 
care for maternity cases; estab- 
lishment of maternity “shelters” 
for communities without hospi- 
tals; extension of office delivery 
facilities in areas where maternity 
shelters are not feasible, and, if 
no other methods are available, 
improvement of the home deliv- 
eries.

Nazi Retreat 
Continues On 
Italian Front 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
NAPLES, May 10.—(4)—The Ger- 
mans have retreated across the 
little Aventino river in a second 
day of withdrawal on the British 
Eighth Army front and Allied 
forces moving up behind them 
have occupied three villages and 
are continuing to press the pur- 
suit, Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

The German retreat has ranged 
from seven to 11 1-2 miles from 
their line as last announced sev- 
eral weeks ago, although some 
Allied forces have been well be- 
yond it more recently. 

In their advance behind the 
withdrawing foe, the Eighth Army 
occupied Palena, Fallascoso and 
San Angelo and at last report was 
moving directly toward the im- 
portant German base of Sulmona, 
whichis 11. miles beyond. Palena 
and about 33 miles from the Adri- 
atic coast. Allied troops also 
seized high ground near the ham- 
let of Gamberale, two miles north- 
west of San Angelo on the road 
to Palena.

Miss Michael was born in Wal- 
ton county, Georgia, in the Good 
Hope community on August 15, 
1869. Oldest daughter of a vet- 
eran of the War Between the 
States, John Marion Michael and 
Alice S. Wise, she grew up dur- 
ing the bitter period of recon- 
struction amid the surroundings 
of plantation life. 


Braswell Academy in Morgan 
county, Georgia, and Martin In- 
stitute at Jefferson, Ga., afforded 
her a good general education. 
Finishing the last-mentioned in- 
stitution in 1885, Miss Michael 
began a career of teaching and 
educational work that lasted 54 
years, interrupted only by the 
months of Y. M. C. A. service in 
New York during the World War. 


Those years of this long pe- 
riod not spent in the classroom as 
teacher, were spent at Lucy Cobb 
Institute and the State Normal 
school in Athens, and at Colum- 
bia University. At the time of 
her retirement she was _§ recog- 
nized as one of the outstanding 
educators of Georgia. 


At one time during the inter- 
vening years, the “Poppy Lady” 
managed the Georgia Baptist Or- 
phans’ Home here, but later re- 
turned to her teaching. 


Miss Michael came to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in 1913 as 
house director of Winnie Davis 
Memorial Hall on the Normal 
school campus. She remained 
connected with the school until 
1938 when she was retired with 
the title “emeritus” after an ill- 
ness. 


eling in Europe in 1914 when the 
war began and became intensely 
interested in the welfare of Amer-.

Utilities Men 
Air Problems 


By PAUL WARWICK. 

Life on the farm and life in the 
home will be easier and more effi- 
cient because of increased use of 
electric power after the war, if the 
electric industry lives up to its 
opportunities and obligations in 
the future as it has in the past. 

This was a_ recurrent eme 
among talks heard yesterday .by 
'members of the Southeastern Elec- 


tric Exchange, in session here at 


'the Biltmore hotel for the, 11th 
annual meeting and second wer 
time utility conference. 

Principal guest speaker of the 
all-day session was Sir Louis 
George Stephen Beale, of London, 
formerly member of the British 
Purchasing Commission to the 
United States. His theme was that 
victory for Allied arms was only 
the first step in the battle for 
world democracy and freedom, 

“The spiritual values born of 
this war must be perpetuated aft- 
er the war is over if peace is to 
be real and lasting,” he said. 

Sir Louis was introduced by W. 
M. Vermilye, vice president of the 


‘National City Bank of New York. 


A great expansion of electric 
service in homes and rural dis- 
tricts was predicted by Tom Fort, 
manager of the central station de- 


/ 


partment of the Westinghouse 


Electric and Manufacturing Com- 


‘pany, and by S. B. Williams, edi- 
tor of the Electrical World—both 
of whom also implied that accele- 
‘rated industrial use of electric 
power could be taken for granted 
in the postwar period. 

Fort insisted that “the farms of 
the country must in the future be 
looked upon as small industries, 
which will need all the labor-sav- 
ing efficiency new machinery and 
new practices can give them and 
no longer should be considered 
by the electric industry simply as 
city homes which happens to be 
out in the country.” 


EXPANSION SEEN 


“Careful projection of  esti- 
mates,” said Williams, “indicates 
that the average home in America 
will more than double its use of 
electricity within five years after 
appliances and other materials for 
electric use again become avail- 
able.” 

Preston S. Arkwright, president 
of the Georgia Power Company, 
laid the responsibility for electric 
| companies’ problems at the door 
(of the companies themselves and 
declared that they must be sin- 
cerely and completely interested 
in the welfare and progress of the 
| communities they serve if they 
‘expect to win and retain public 
friendliness. 

This same attitude of sympa- 
thetic co-operation, he said, must 
also be extended to organized la- 
bor if the industry expects to 
merit and hold the support of |a- 
bor in the development and ex- 
' pansion of its business along the 
lines of untrammeled free enter- 
prise, “the foundation on which 
the business has grown.” 
| “If we want something which 
|we think is wise, the democratic 
American way to attain it is by 
voting, not by lobbying and other 
forms of pressure,” was a state- 
ment made by J. Frank Rushton 
Jr., president of the Birmingham, 
Ala., Chamber of Commerce, a 
speaker at yesterday afternoon’s 
session of the exchange. Rushton 
also declared that, instead of “any 
more big single leaders,” the coun- 
try needs 50,000 or 100,000 “little” 
leaders; men who are willing to 
fight for their beliefs. 


SELF-GOVERNMENT URGED 


A vigorous plea for preserva- 
tion of local self-government was 
sounded at the morning session 
by Walter R. McDonald, chairman 
of the Georgia Public Service 
Commission, who also charged 
that the Federal Power Commis- 
sion was attempting to broaden its 
‘powers inordinately, “even to the 
exclusion of adequate state regu- 
lation.” 

“Regulation by remote control 

out of Washington not only is not 
feasible,” he said, “but it will 
prove burdensome and unrespon- 
sive to the public need.” 
- Ted M. Forbes, executive vice 
president of the Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ Association of Georgia, and 
an industry member of the Fourth 
Regional War Labor Board, spoke 
to the convention on labor prob. 
lems and their relation to existing 
federal regulations. 

The session was presided over 
by the president of the exchange, 
Rex I. Brown, president of the 
Mississippi Power & Light Com- 
pany, Jackson, Miss. Mayor Wil- 
liam B. Hartsfield, of Atlanta, de- 
livered the address of welcome, 
which was responded to by 
Charles E. Oakes, president of the 
Birmingham Electric Company, 
Birmingham, Ala. 

Frank A. Constangy, deputy re. 
gional director of the War Man- 
power Commission, was also a 
speaker at the opening meeting 
yesterday morning.

“When that moment has come 
we will give you the signal from 
London,” she said. 

In London, Netherlands Premier 
Pieter S. Gerbrandy declared in 
an address that Hitler was ap- 
proaching his own doom through 
an instrument he, himself, prepar- 
ed. Queen Wilhelmina, in a 
broadcast, told her people that she 
would institute a “temporary gov- 
erning body representing the peo- 
ple just as soon as the country is 
liberated, to serve until new elec- 
tions can be held.”

He asserted the War Labor 
Board has “thus far been success- 
ful in depriving Ward's” of a judi- 
cial determination of the legality 
of board's orders affecting the con- 
cern, and because of the govern- 
ment’s action in turning back the 
facilities to the management, 
“Ward's has once again been de- 
nied the right to a decision by the 
courts.” 

Federal Judge William H. Holly 
dropped litigation rooted in the 
government's seizure of Ward's 
Chicago units. He did not rule on 
the legality of the federal move in 
taking possession after the com- 
pany had declined to comply with 
ea WLB directive to extend an ex- 
pired contract with a CIO union. 

Judge Holly dropped the Chi- 
Cago court phase of the case with 
the comment that the property 
was back in the hands of the man- 
agement.

Suggestions 
For Good 
Lunch Boxes 


By Sally Saver. 


Chances are, if you’ve packed 
lunches through this whole long 
winter, you’re now in need of some 
fresh lunch box ideas, Some weeks 
more of school remain, and if you 
have a war worker who must also 
carry a lunch your luncheon prob- 
lems no doubt have grown weari- 
some and monotonous. Lunch box 
monotony both for the lunch 
packer and the one who carries 
the lunch can be a dreary and 
dreaded thing. Let’s see what can 
be done to lighten this burden for 
the lunch packer and put new in- 
terest as well as nutrition in that 
lunch box! 

The lunchbox meal must of ne- 
cessity center about sandwiches, 
so we must get variety by using 
different breads and _ fillings. 
Whole wheat, cracked wheat, rye, 
nut bread, fruit bread, rolls and 
all give a sense of variety and 


differentness to sandwiches. Try 


to use two kinds of bread each 
day; if this is not practicable, 
then buy a different kind each 
time bread is needed. 

Fish makes many good fillings, 
but since these fillings are likely 
to give unpleasant odors to other 
food in the lunchbox be sure the 
sandwiches are wrapped carefully 
and separately. 


SEA FOOD FOR FILLINGS 


Flake tuna fish, combine with 
a little diced celery and chopped 
olives, moisten with mayon- 
naise and spread on buttered rye 
or white bread. Mix sardines with 
chopped hard-cooked eggs, lemon 
juice and mayonnaise and spread 
on whole wheat or rye bread. 
Flake any leftover fish or chop 
shrimp, season with a little mus- 
tard, salt and pepper, combine 
with chopped olives and mayon- 
naise and spread on buttered 
bread. 

Other filling: 1. Combine shred- 
ded raw carrots with cream 
cheese and chopped nut meats and 
spread on lightly-buttered bread. 

2. Mix cream cheese with well- 
drained, cooked, pitted prunes and 
spread on buttered whole wheat 


‘or nutbread. 


3. Grind cooked liver fine, com- 
bine with crisp, chopped bacon 
and season to taste with salt and 
pepper. Moisten with a little 
cream. Spread on buttered rye or 
white bread. 

Always include something 
crunchy in the lunchbox. 


WHOLE WHEAT NUT BREAD 

2 cups whole wheat flour. 

\% cup white enriched flour. 

% teaspoon salt. 

2\_ teaspoons baking powder. 

1 tablespoon sugar. 

1 cup chopped nut meats. 

1% cups milk, 

Sift white flour together with 
the salt, baking powder and 
sugar, then add with the nuts to 
whole wheat flour®Mix to a light, 
‘soft dough with the milk. Turn 
into a large or two small loaf pans

The OPA has made up its mind 
that the little woman can get 
along without a girdle. But gir- 
dles being what they are—or, 
rather,. what they aren’t—this rul- 
ing doesn’t seem to be anything 
for us to quibble about. 

You can’t buy a two-way stretch 
no matter what size you are and 
the best thing any of you can do 
is exercise., But if you put the 
snap back in your own muscles 
your figure will look so young and 
you will feel so fit you will be 
thankful that necessity made you 
exercise. 

Today’s midriff girdlers are de 
signed to work on the four pairs 
of abdominal muscles. Each exer- 
cise specifically tones one group 
making up the muscular network. 
Start with one that reaches the 
muscles which come in on the 
bias. The same exercise gives you 
a slimmer waist. 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor, knees flexed, feet on floor. 

Movement: Pull up and in with 
the lower abdominal muscles and 
keep the knees together. Now, 
twist sharply at the waist and 
slowly but forcibly lower the 
thighs to floor at side. Come back 
to position, pull up and in, twist 
at waist, and lower to other side. 
If you do this exercise correctly 
you can feel the tug on the mus- 
cles that come in on a slant from 
the ribs. 

To get at the straight up-and- 
down front muscles, do this one: 

Position: Lie on back on floor 
with feet elevated to chair seat, 
legs straight, arms down at sides. 
Lie with the lower abdominal 
muscles pulled up and in, small of 
back pressed down against the 
floor. 

Movement: Flex right knee 
forcibly to chest as you swing 
right arm up and back down on 
floor overhead, hold, return to 
position; repeat with left knee and 
arm. Continue, alternating sides, 
for six counts. Later work up to 
95. The arm and legwork increase 
the contraction of the abdominal 
muscles and make this a very ef- 
fective streamliner. 

Tio have smooth lines without a 
boughten girdle, your hip muscles 
have to be in tone, too. Here's an 
exercise for both the stomach and 
the hips: 

Position: Lying on side on floor, 
head pillowed on _ outstretched 
arm, legs straight down. 

Movement: Raise legs just 
slightly off the floor for clearance, 
then shuttle into action, separating 
legs in a wide, scissors stroke from 
the hips. Continue for six counts, 
change sides, and repeat six more. 
Later, work up to 24 counts.

Editor, Constitution: On the first 
page of your Sunday’s issue—April 
30—you carried a headline “WLB 
Members Fear ‘Labor Monopoly’ 
Trend.” 

In the body of the article it ap- 
peared that only industry mem- 
bers of the War Labor Board “de- 
plored” the union security device 
—maintenance of membership— 
which device makes it incumbent 
upon an employer to discharge an 
employe who undertakes to re- 
sign his union affiliations during 
the life of a contract negotiated 
with the union. 

In the same paper you com- 
mented editorially: 

“As for us, we regret that the 
President had to take the action 
taken. 

“But having urged others to 
obey the rulings of the govern- 
ment’s wartime boards which 
have been sustained by law, we 
cannot do otherwise than to urge 
that Mr. Avery and his directors 
also comply with the law and re- 
turn to the management of their 
affairs,” 

Is it unpatriotic or seditious to 
question why the President “had 
to take the action taken?” Ward 
had been operating smoothly for 
over three months without any 
contract when a strike took place 
a week or two ago. Why? The 
wages and hour law assured to 
employes—though not the union 
—the same rights and privileges 
after the expiration of the con- 
tract as they enjoyed under it. The 
fact that the strike was called off 
at the request of the President 
does not entitle the strikers to any 
special consideraion for in calling 
off the strike the union was only 
complying with the obligation 
made to the government not to 
strike for the duration which ob- 
ligation had been previously vio- 
lated by striking. 

There has not been in the press 
any explanation as to why, after 
the expiration of the original con- 
tract, an election was not insisted 
upon by the union to determine 
a bargaining agent. The fact that 
this point was not pressed is pur- 
suasive testimony to the effect 
that the union did not have a 
majority of the employes, as con- 
tended by the management, and 
that for that reason alone no elec- 
tion was held. Is the holding of 
such election such a stupendous 
matter that it takes months to 
hold it? 

It is conceded that there could 
be no court test of this matter 
unless an issue had been raised as 
was done by Mr. Avery. 

It is a pity that at this time, 
when all our efforts should be 
directed toward winning the war, 
such an issue should be so need- 
lessly injected into our economy 
by an action of the government. 
The Attorney General’s effort to 
prove that Ward is a wartime in- 
dustry and, therefore, subject to 
seizure by the government, is un- 
worthy of the high office which 
he occupies. That this govern- 
mental action was prompted by 
political motives rather than other 
considerations, is all too apparent. 

If this court test is made ju- 
dicially, even a New Deal 
supreme court, ‘there is grave 
danger that the War Labor Board 
(which should serve, and has 
served, a very useful purpose) 
may meet its Nemesis and find 
in this case a parallel to the “sick

I don’t know who dreamed up the idea, but it is a good one and 
I think it is better than the man, or woman, thought. It is the 
first time that any corporation, to my knowledge, has put its fin- 
ger on what so many of the nation’s business leaders havé been 
trying to say—this thing we have been calling “The American 
Way of Life.” 

You know and I know that about 75 per cent of the talk about 
“Our Way of Life” and “Free Enterprise’ is done by persons with 
a selfish objective.

The same goes for most of the talk about “Free Enterprise.” 
They never say just how “free” they mean it to be and they be- 
come very pained if you turn back to the sordid, criminal acts by 
the too-free enterprise of the dizzy days with their market col- 
lapses and the “plug-pulling” stock deals of the fantastic, unsound 
era which ended in the fall of 1929. 

There have been a lot of 


“THE AMERICAN DREAM” T! 
trick phrases, but there was 


one that wasn’t a trick but was sound and which told the story. 
Stephen Vincent Benet, who killed himself working for his country 
after it got into the war, wrote it. He called it: 

“The American Dream.” 

What is that American dream? 

Well, it is the dream every real American boy has—the dream 
that if he works at it and shows that he has enough on the ball, 
he can get to be president of his company, or, maybe, of the 
United States. 

What we want to keep in this country is not something glossed 
over with a phrase, “Free Enterprise’’—that lets in all the jug- 
glers and bucket-shop boys and the robbers of widows and orphans. 

We want to keep this country one in which there is oppor- 
tunity for the individual to take himself a toe-hold and hit a home 
run; or to stay in there and pitch and win the ball game. 

There have got to be some controls—they have umpires in 
baseball ... but what we have got to keep is opportunity for the 
individual. 

That’s why I think the Bell company has done all business a 
great service with its ad, now current in magazines. And let me 
say it is a pity newspapers are having to turn down ads. This 
is one the Bell people ought to put in newspapers to reach the 
people that read them. 


“UP FROM THE RANKS” The ad is the first one, and the 
only one, I’ve seen that puts over 
the idea of the American dream. It’s a simple ad, really. 

It is called “Up From the Ranks.” 

It glorifies the company’s 18 presidents. That is a bit unusual 
in these days when the play is in the other direction. 

But this one is right down the middle with a story—the Ameri- 
can story. 

Every one of the 18 presidents came up from the ranks. 

There is Walter Gifford, who started as a clerk. He is presi- 
dent of American T. & T. There is Atlanta’s Hal Dumas, presi- 
dent of Southern Bell, who started as a student in the training 
school. There is Joe E. Harrell, president of the New England 
company, who started as a student trainee in Atlanta in 1913. 

There is Albert S. Stannard, president of the Southwestern 
company, who started as a night operator in Springfield, Mass., 
in 1899. There is George Welch, of Michigan Bell, who began as 
a stenographer. , 

And so on—18 of them who began with the American dream— 
a job— and the opportunity to climb. 

That’s what several thousand after-dinner speakers at Civic 
Clubs, at Chambers of Commerce and Manufacturing Association 
dinners have been trying to say—and haven't. 

There is just one other thought—are some companies getting 
so big they themselves have strangled the American dream? We 
had one speaker, head of a vast corporation, who said so in At- 
lanta not many months ago as he helped launch another plan having 
to do with “selling” business to the people. He practically said in 
his business the individual was lost. So it isn’t just “government 
interference” that must be watched if we are to esteem and main- 
tain the American dream. 

What I started out to say was that this was a swell ad. The 
only one I’ve seen that told the story.

Thirty-Two Years Make 
A Lot of Difference 


Planning Commissions have drawn blueprints 
of structural developments for the city of Atlanta, 
: to be undertaken when the war is over and there 
ce is opportunity to make real the projects which 
now exist only in imagination. 

Those pictures have been published and most of us, therefore, 
are familiar with them. They include double-deck highways across 
the downtown city, an uptown landing field for helicopter planes, 
the covering of the railroad tracks with a great plaza and many 
other large changes. 

Yet, when consideration is given to the changes which have 
been made in this city in the last quarter century or so, it seems 
probable that the best we can envisage now will be but small be- 
side the transformation which will.actually take place. 

Atlanta became the metropolis she is because of her strategic 
position as the focal point of southeastern rail transport. If, as 
is quite possible, the future sees her become the central point of a 
network of international and intercontinental air lines, she may 
well grow and improve as startlingly as she has in the past. 


IN THIRTY-TWO YEARS Trying to envisage the changes 


which may come, thought went 
back 32 years to the Atlanta that was when I first came to this 
city. In 1912. If Atlanta changes in the next 32 years as drasti- 
cally as she has changed in the last 32, she will be practically a 
different city altogether in 1976. 

Consider some of those changes. 

In 1912 the main retail shopping district was Whitehall street. 
There were several blocks of retail stores on Peachtree but few 
further north than Ellis street, where the Winecoff hotel now 
stands. 

Hotels? The only ones I recall were the Kimball, the Piedmont 
and the Aragon, which stood at the corner of Peachtree and Ellis 
where the Miner & Carter drug store is now. Oh, yes, I think the 
Georgian Terrace was there, ihen, too. 

All the viaducts across the railroad tracks are new since then. 
There were old-style cantilever bridges at the Forsyth, Whitehall 
and Broad street crossings. All the other streets crossed at track 
level. Horse-drawn hacks were still in use, taxicabs yet to appear. 

There were only a few sky-

scraper office buildings. The 


Candler building was complete, the First National Bank building 
and a few others. But most of them have been erected since 1912. 

There were a large number of moving picture theaters, with 
10 cents as the usual price of admission. The leading legitimate 
theater in town was the Atlanta, just opened. The Grand Opera 
House, where the Grand theater is now, was a competitive house 
and there was the Lyric theater, on the present site of the Athletic 
Club, for second-rate road shows. Vaudeville at the Forsyth theater. 
And cheaper quality variety entertainment at the Bijou on Ma- 
rietta street. 

The population was about 125,000 and the residential area did 
not extend so very far from the business district. Local transporta- 
tion and the automobile had not yet made it possible for a business 
man to live too far from his office or store. 

The Terminal station was still new enough to be an object of 
local pride. The present Union station was not built and the old 
Union station, on the tracks at Pryor street, was still the “old car 
sheds.” 


WAS HUSTLING CITY Atlanta, in those days, was a place 
o 


f keen hustle, however. Her busi- 
ness and professional men were filled with the vision of the 
city which was to come and they were inspired by that famous 
“Atlanta Spirit” to almost miraculous achievements of civic bene- 
fit. There was nothing, it seemed, for the good of the city, they 
could not do. 

And it is on the foundation of that spirit that Atlanta has be- 
come the greater city she is today. 

I know she is far from perfect. She has her faults. But she 
is still a city with a living personality of her own and thus there 
is good ground for confidence that, when the new world comes 
with the postwar days, Atlanta will go on improving and growing 
until she becomes a place at which all men shall marvel. 

There is no limit to the growth and improvement which can 
come here. 

I should like to be here in 1976 just to see whether or not the 
next 32 years shall equal the last 32 in changes that are to be 
wrought.

Liquor Shortage 


NEW YORK—The man doesn’t 
live who can truthfully say that 
these dispatches ever gave aid or 
comfort to prohibition, but I do 
say nevertheless that our public 
and official alarm over the short- 
age of liquor is pathetic in a peo- 
ple who are supposed to be adult. 
This situation is entirely different 
from that which provoked the long 
and finally triumphant people’s 
rebellion against the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 
the denial is due to the misfortune 
of war and it is put to us that if 
the current, vanishing supply is 
to be replenished then there must 
be a corresponding curtailment of 
the production of some of the ma- 
terials needed for the fight. Under 
prohibition there was no question 
of any shortage of grain wr facili- 
ties and the majority of the peo- 
ple,: particularly the demobiijized 
war veterans, felt that they were 
victims of an organized and sa- 
distic political minority’s pet 
-prejudice. But not even the bit- 
terest opponent of the drys ever 
was silly enough to argue that 
whisky, rum or gin was good for 
anyone except in illness, and then 
only in small doses, and the fight 
was waged on the issue that, sub- 
ject to certain limitations, regula- 
tions and taxes, people should 
have a right to drink. 


Repeal 

Moreover, when President 
Roosevelt was first elected, large- 
ly because, with fine timing and 
his alert political instinct, he 
'promised repeal of the foul amend- 
ment, the common understanding 
was that the old corner galoon 
would never return and most of 
the citizens were willing to settle 
for a formula known as light 
wines, whatever they may be, and 
beer. Instead we got good, solid 
grog, on sale in some types of 
places which in the old, pre-pro- 
hibition days never handled hard 
liquor, including even chaste and 
demure restaurants; and we have 
been pouring it on our breakfast 
food and squirting it on our lapels 
ever since. All that has stood be- 
tween us and all the liquor we 
can hold have been the price and 
personal restraint which we pos- 
sess in contrasting proportions. 
This was repeal beyond our great- 
est hopes. 


Soft Drinks 

Meanwhile, as this war has gone 
along, the soft drink trade has 
suffered much more than the 
liquor business, but with no no- 
ticeable protest or discontent, al- 
though I believe the ice cream 
soda and the chocolate malted 
milk were at least as strongly 
established in the appetites and 
habits of the public. These 
strange delicacies, American in- 
ventions and institutions, are sad- 
ly diluted nowadays where they 
are to be had at all and many 
stores which sold them as spe- 
cialties have simply had to close, 
although there has been no per- 
ceptible reduction in the number 
of saloons. They are regarded as 
luxuries, and for lack of first- 
class ingredients and because of 
the shortage of even the substi- 
tutes, the supply to the people is 
relatively meagre and quite no- 
ticeably inferior. In their true 
form they are completely innocent 
and there never was any problem 
of father, dear father, lushing ice 
cream sodas as the clock in the 
steeple struck one, because two of 
them was about the limit of the 
normal capacity and most custom- 
ers were content with one at a 
sitting. 


No Notice 


Yet, no control board takes any 
notice of this denial, as is done in 
the case of liquor at the moment 
by various authorities, fearful of 
bootlegging; and, while one does 
hear much personal apprehension 
of a liquor drouth and consider- 
able talk of rising prices, due 
largely to taxation,, those who 
have put soda fountain drinks out 
of their lives have submitted so 
quietly that they seem not even 
to realize that they are doing 
without. It seems to be accepted 
though that the ingredients, par- 
ticularly the cream, are somehow 
going to “the troops” or possibly 
to the Russians and the Greeks, 
and that this just has to be until 
better times. 

Yet these were not merely occa- 
sional drinks. One chain of drug 
stores made its soda fountains 
enormously popular: with an un- 
commonly rich chocolate malted 
milk served, for an innovation 
that was widely copied, in large, 
clean glasses, and the annual vol- 
ume of the soda fountain business 
under normal conditions certain- 
ly gave it the dignity of an in- 
dustry. Incidentally, in the story 
of the late Lieutenant Colonel 
Dyess, who escaped from the 
Philippines, it was related that 
one of his greatest desires on 
reaching the United States again 
was a chocolate malted milk. 
These are not necessarily unmanly 
delights. 

So, if liquor must eventually 
be dealt with an eyedropper or 
vanish temporarily in the inter- 
ests of the war effort, the case is 
hardly one to call for the release 
‘of supplies which may be needed 
‘for explosives, tires or other es- 
'sentials. This is another minor 
_ deprivation of a nonessential civil- 
ian diet.

Ramspeck Good Choice 


For Ward Committee 


WASHINGTON.—In naming Atlanta’s own 
Representative Robert Ramspeck as chairman of 
ae the special committee authorized to conduct an 

investigation of the government seizure of the 
Montgomery Ward plant, Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn has 
given ample assurance that a fair and impartial inquiry into the 
controversial case will be held. 


No member of the house has a better reputation for fairness and 
integrity than the Georgia congressman. His presence at the head 
of the inquisitorial body is evidence enough that both sides of the 
dispute will be brought out fully. 


It would be stretching a point to say that the same treatment 
of the subject can be expected of the senate committee which is 
making a similar investigation of the seizure. Senator Pat Mce- 
Carran, of Nevada, chairman of the senate investigating body, has 
already indicated a bias against the government in the proceedings 
which suggests the line of inquiry to be undertaken in the upper 
chamber. 


Long a severe critic of the administration, the Nevada senator, 
it may be assumed, will be at pains to find fault with what has 
been done. The Ramspeck committee, on the other hand, may be 
expected to pursue a more middle-ground course, 


Consequently it seems more logical to look to the house, rather 
than to the senate, for a fair appraisal of the issues involved.

NO NEED As a matter of fact, there seems no sound reason 

for either branch of congress making the plant seizure 
the subject of a formal inquiry. It can be explained only on one 
ground—politics. Republicans and anti-administration Democrats 
saw in the case an opportunity to: make political capital. Hence 


the hasty action in demanding official inquiries. 

Seeing what was coming off in the senate, house majority lead- 
ers decided it was best to yield to demands for an investigation 
there also. In that way they would be assured of both sides of 
the dispute being presented. 


But the futility of what congress is doing in ordering the in- 
vestigations must be obvious to anyone familiar with the circum- 
stances. Basically, the question raised by the government seizure 
of the Chicago mail order house is a legal one. It is one that must 
be determined by the courts, 


The case is now in the hands of the courts. In all probability, 
it will go to the supreme court for final determination, which means 
that the ultimate decision may not be forthcoming before next year. 


Meantime, what possible excuse can there be for congress look- 
ing into the matter now? The whole business is patently a waste 
of time. 


If congress has in mind modifying the Smith-Connally Act, 
source of the present controversy, how can it tell whether the 
President exceeded his authority under that act until the courts 
have decided? 


And if the courts should uphold the seizure under the Smith- 
Connally Act without passing upon other grants of war powers 
extended to the President, there would be nothing to prevent Mr. 
Roosevelt from going ahead in taking over other plants which re 
fused to obey the directives of the War Labor Board, regardless of 
what congress might do in amending the first-named act. 


S Despite all of the pious state 
INFRINGING ON COURT ments to the contrary, the effect 


of what congress is doing in ordering the two investigations is to 
infringe on the functions of the courts. It is for the courts to inter- 
pret laws passed by congress. In the present case congress is both 
passing and interpreting. 


Naturally it won’t have the slightest effect on the courts what- 
ever congress finds in the investigations, which is another way of 
pointing to the futility of the congressional proceedings. | 


The whole incident growing out of the Montgomery Ward seizure 
has been blown up out of all proportion to its true value. Long 
before the supreme court passes in final judgment on the issues 
involved the case wil] have been forgotten. If it were not for the 
fact that a presidential election stands in the offing the affair 
would have created only a ripple of excitement. 


The country can rely on Representative Ramspeck making &@ 
sober-minded approach to the problem. As chairman of the house 
investigating body, he will see that all facts are brought out in 
relation to their true importance. 

It would have been a different story, perhaps, if Speaker Ray- 
burn had named to the chairmanship some one of the labor-baiting 
proclivities of Representative Howard Smith, of Virginia, for ex- 


ample, 

Mr. Ramspeck did not want to assume the duties of the new 
assignment. He is already burdened down with responsibilities as 
majority whip of the house and as chairman of the House Civil 
Service Committee, which take up most of his time. He con- 
sented only after house leaders insisted on him serving.

LONDON — (By Wireless.) — If 
the Army fails to get ashore on 
D-Day I think there are enough 
American correspondents here to 
force through a beachhead on 
their own. 

There are gray men who cov- 
ered the last war, and men from 
the Pacific, and there are little 
girls and big girls and pretty girls, 
and diplomatic correspondents 
and magazine contributors and 
editors and cubs and novelists. If 
“Dog News” doesn’t get a man 
over here pretty quickly to cover 
the dog angle of the invasion I 
personally will never buy another 
copy. 

At last reports there were 
around 300 correspondents here. 
They say -+ransmission facilities

day back to America. 


GARB OPTIONAL 

While in London we correspond- 
ents can wear either uniforms or 
civilian clothes, as we please. 
Some of the correspondents up 
from Italy have no civilian clothes 
and can’t get any—since we can’t 
get British coupons—so they have 
to wear uniforms constantly. 

I am a civilian again for this 
little interlude, thanks to the old 
brown suit I left here a year and 
a half ago. The only trouble is, I 
get cold if the day is chilly. For 
the only outer coat I have is a 
dirty old mackinaw. I can’t wear 
that with my brown suit, for you 
can’t mix military and civilian 
clothing, I can’t wear it with my 
uniform, for it is nohregulation 
for city dress, and the M. P.’s 
would pick me up. And I can’t 
buy a topcoat, for I can’t get Brit- 
ish coupons. So I just freeze, 
brother, freeze. 

We live where we please, and 
that is a problem. It’s hard to find 
a place to live in crowded London. 
Some correspondents are lucky 
enough to find apartments or to 
share apartments with Army offi- 
cers they know. Others manage to 
get into hotels. : 

LIVES IN FINEST HOTEL 

Through a friend I got into one 
of Loridon’s finest hotels. Ordi- 
narily you are allowed to stay 
there only a few days. But, again 
through the influence of this very 


‘influential friend, I think the ho- 


tel is going to shut ita eves and 
let me stay, although nothing has 
actually been said about it—and 
I'm afraid to bring up the sub- 
ject. 

For the first two days in my lux: 
urious hotel room I had an odd 
feeling of guilt. I’m really sin- 
cere about it. I felt ashamed, com- 
ing from Italy where so many 
live so miserably, to be sleeping 
in a beautiful soft bed in a room 
so tastefully decorated and deep- 
ly carpeted, with a big bathroom 
and constant hot water and three 
buttons to press to bring running 
either a waiter, a valet or my 
mail. 

. But I find I have a very strong 


‘willpower when it comes to re- 


adjusting to comfortable life. Aft- 
er a couple of days I said, “Boy, 
take it while you can get it,” and 
I don’t feel the least bit ashamed 
any more. 

FAMILY OF REPORTERS 

Most of the correspondents who 
were through the campaigns in 
Africa, Sicily and Italy are up 
here now, and we feel like a sort 
of little family among all the new 
ones here. 

Before I arrived they had a big 
banquet for the correspondents 
who had been in the Mediterra- 
nean. There has been no general 
get-together since I got here, but 
a few of us call each other up 
and get together for a meal. 

Most of the correspondents base 
on London and work out to the 
camps or airfields on trips of a 
few days each, then come back to 
write up their stuff and wait on 
the invasion. 

A vast Army public-relations 
branch occupies one huge four- 
story building and overflows into 
several others. They have set up 
a “correspondents’ room” as a sort 
of central headquarters for us. We 
get our mail there, and we go 
there to ask questions, and get 
various problems worked out, and 
meet each other. 

MAIL IS REVELATION 

The mail, incidentally, is a reve- 
lation here. In the Mediterranean 
the average letter took at least 
two weeks and a half to come 
from the States, and most of it 
much longer. Up hére half of my 
mail is coming through in a week. 
I have even had one letter in five 
days, and the longest has been 
only two weeks on the way. 

Obviously no correspondent 
knows when the invasion. will be 
or where. I imagine you could 
count on your fingers all the Ar- 
my officers in England who know. 
All we correspondents can do is 
be ready. 

Only a few will go in on the 
initial invasion or in the early 
stages. Some of the eager ones 
have tried to pull strings to get 
front seats in the invasion armada. 
Others with better judgment have 
just kept quiet and let matters 
take their course. Personally, I 
am trying to get accredited to the 
British Home Guard to help de- 
fend the mid-England town of 
Burford from German attack. 


Phil S. Hanna. We have so noti- 
fied Mr. Pegler.

Some people will read it with 
pleasure.

If his judgment equalled his 
courage, he would be a great news- 
paperman. It was when he began 
writing about things he obviously 
didn’t know about that we began 
to lose confidence in his judgment. 


A COMMON FAULT 

The fault is common enough. A 
man makes a success doing some- 
thing he knows about. The suc- 
cess goes to his head, and present- 
ly he begins expressing himself 
with equal sureness on matters of 
which he is ignorant. 

In the course of the various con- 
troversies in which he has en- 
gaged, Mr. Pegler has developed 
antipathies of such violence that 
he has allowed his feelings to over- 
come his reasoning powers. When 
the disease becomes chronic, it is 
serious. 

Take, for example, the Pegler 
column today. Mr. Pegler recalls 
that The Daily News was former- 
ly opposed to the New Deal. If he 
had gone to the trouble of inform- 
ing himself, he would know that 
The Daily News is still opposed 
to the New Deal. 

COUNTRY COMES FIRST 

He asserts that Colonel Frank 
Knox, publisher. of The Daily 
News on leave of absence as Sec- 
retary of the Navy, has “surren- 
dered” to the New Deal.

Hugh L. Crossley, of 308 Edge- | 
wood avenue, admitted before 
‘United States Commissioner Da- 


vid J. Meyerhardt here that he 
had “used black market gasoline” 
but denied charges made by OPA 
Investigators that he was a dealer 
in gasoline ration coupons. 

He was arrested yesterday on 
complaint filed by Office of Price 
Administration investigators that 
he possessed 20 gasoline ration 
coupons of the A, B and C classes, 
none of which, investigators said, 
were legally issued him. 

Crossley’s arrest yesterday com- 
pleted a circle made by OPA in- 
vestigators in their drive against 
gasoline black market activities, 
since Crossley was first arrested 
last September on charges of ille- 
gally transferring gasoline cou- 
pons and was released under $300 
bond. 

Testifying at the hearing before 
Commissioner Meyerhardt, Cross- 
ley claimed he was issued the “A” 
gas ration book investigators 
found in his hands, by a ration 
board and that the “C” coupons 
were those of a friend whose name 
appeared on the book. He dis- 
claimed any knowledge of the '| 
class “B” supplemental ration fold- 
er which was found in the pocket 
of his automobile in a cloth bag. 

“If I had known the coupons 
were in.the dirty little bag I 
would have used them,” he said. 

Crossley was released on the 
new charges under $500 bond 
pending his appearance before a 
federal grand jury. 

OPA investigators said more 
than 40 persons have been arrest- 
ed on charges of participating in 
gasoline black market activities 
since Crossley’s first arrest last 
September, and more than 12 con- 
victions have been obtained in fed- 
eral courts. A large number of 
cases prosecuted since September 
are awaiting trial in courts at 
Newnan, Athens, Gainesville, 
Rome and Atlanta, an OPA
